While the main body of the weary German Afrika Korps is resi- 
ing beside the sea, the British troops, many of whom have been 
in the desert for two years or more, continue to scour the blazing 
barren tableland harrying and skirmishing with the enemy, wriles 


Reuter’s Special correspondent with 


Western Desert.

breaking the lull of two months 
since the last major operation. 

A steady supply of German ‘and 
Italian prisoners is being effected 
by daily and nightly patrols. 

The last German prisoner 
brought in was tafen by four 
tiflemen in an unarmoured truck 
who surprised a force of 25 Ger- 
man vehicles including one tank. 

The riflemen drove through the 
enemy defence line on an escarp- 
ment some 20 miles due south of 
Sollum a few nights ago and came 
across a collection of German 
yehicles parked for the night. 

They drove up quietly to within 
a few yards when the German 
sentry who had apparently heen 
sleeping at the back of one of the 
jumped eut shouting 
“Kamerad.” 


KNOCKED OUT 

To ensure his peaceful inten- 
tions, the riflemen knocked him. 
out and put him in their wuck 
and as they drove away they open- 
ed fire on the remainder of the 
Germans, Inflicuing some casual- 
ules.

BY-PASS ROAD 

Having decided Tobruk as unas- 
sallable, the Germans have had to 
bulld—and have just completed—a 
60 kilometres long by-pass road in 
order to safeguard their supply 
columns from raiding sorties by 
our troops. This road skirts the 
enemy positions around ‘l'obruk 
and jn addition, is protected by 
extensive minefields. 

On both fronts therefore—only 
two land fronts where the Imperial 
troops are now facing the Germans 
and Italians--the enemy appears 
to be concentrating entirely on the 
defence. 

And his defence problems in- 
crease daily as the German armies 
are more enmeshed in Russia, thus 
lessening his chances of reinforce- 
ments, as tanks, aircraft, armour- 
ed cats and weapons stream into 
the Western Desert from Britain, 
America and Souch Africa, and as 
South Africans and Indians have 
recently arrived from East Africa 
and other reinforcements train up 
to the standard of General Wavell’s 
original desert force.

His writings are learned and 
numerous and he ls a Doctor of 
the Church.

legations depended upon his own 
, Statement and upon the somewhat 
unconvincing evidence of a young 
male friend who described him- 
self as an insurance broker and a 
temporarily discarded mistress 
named AU YEUNG SO HING 
Generally I accept the evidence 
of the girl, particularly of her 
version of Exhiblts A and B. Her 
parents’ evidence I accept in {ts 
entirety and I wholly reject 
the evidence for the defence. 
There are two matters to be 
specifically méhtioned; with- re- 
gard to the first visit of the girl 
and the defendant to the Mei 
Chau Hotel. her evidence as to the
